AIR NAVIGATION ACT, 1920 


DIRECTIONS 


1. The Air Navigation Directions, 1936 (A.N.D. 13) are hereby 
amended as follows:— 

(1) After paragraph 57 the following paragraph is inserted:— 

“ 57A. Every load sheet required by paragraph 9 ^2) of Schedule II 
to the Order shall contain the following particulars:— 

( a ) The nationality and registration marks of the aircraft. 

(b) Sufficient data to enable the particular flight to be readily 
identified. 

(c) Particulars of the several weights (e.g. weight empty, 
removable equipment, fuel and oil, passengers, goods, etc.) from 
which the total weight of the aircraft as loaded has been computed. 

( d ) A certificate by the person supervising the loading of the 
aircraft that the load has been distributed in accordance with written 
instructions approved by the Secretary of State.” 

(2) In sub-paragraphs (c) and .(d) of paragraph 64 (1) (v) the 
words ” as shown in the certificate of airworthiness ” are omitted. 

(3) For paragraph 121 the following paragraph is substituted:— 

“ 121. With reference to Article 5 of the Order, applications for the 

grant or renewal of aerodrome licences should be made, to the Secretary, 

Air Ministry, London, W.C.2, by whom application forms will be 
supplied on request.” 

2 These Directions may be cited as the Air Navigation Directions, 

1936 (A.N.D. 13A). 

3. These Directions shall come into operation, as regards paragraph 
1 (1) thereof on the 1st October, 1936, as regards paragraph 1 (3) 
thereof on the 1st August, 1936, and otherwise forthwith. ^
